OKLAHOMA, KANSAS TORNADOES: HAM RA- 
DIO IS THERE—BEFORE, DURING, AND AFTER 


Hams in Oklahoma and Kansas were ready and waiting 
in the hours before severe tornadoes devastated entire 
communities south of Oklahoma City and in the Wichita, 
Kansas, area. The storm system de- 
veloped in southwestern Oklahoma 
and moved to the northeast, spawn- 
ing numerous tornadoes. The 
storms have left at least 46 people 
dead, hundreds injured, and thou- 
sands homeless. 


Peter Laws, NSUWY. at the National Severe Storms Lab 
in Norman, Oklahoma, reports that the National Weather 
Service office there was in contact—mostly via 2 
nieters—with various weather-spotting nets to the south 
and west of the Oklahoma City metropolitan area. 
“SKY WARN is a regular, everyday occurrence here, and 
hams are a vital part of the warning process,” Laws said. 


The storms wiped out thousands of houses. Meteorolo- 
gists said the worst tornadoes appeared to be F5 storms 
packing winds of 260 mph.

Amateurs in the affected communities used operating 
VHF and UHF repeaters plus HF to coordinate health- 
and-welfare traffic inquiries, mobile canteens, shelters, 
and other emergency response activities. At Calhoun’s 
request, the FCC on May 4 declared a communications 
emergency in the Oklahoma area. The FCC declared 3900 
kHz and 7285 kHz (plus or minus 3 kHz) off limits until 
5 PM Central Time on May 7. 


Jim Leist, KBSW, who chairs the Central Area Staff of 
the National Traftic System, said the storms hit telephone 
services hard, and officials were asking that cellular tele- 
phone usage be restricted to emergency services person- 
nel. “Amateur radio resources in the area are heavily in- 
volved with support to those agencies,” Leist said. “On- 
site support is the first priority for hams in the affected 
areas,” 


Leist said the only real backlog was in the area of health- 
and-welfare requests coming from outside. He said it’s 
likely that health-and-welfare traffic will remain backed 
up for several days, due to a lack of outlets to handle the 
messages on the receiving end. “Anyone accepting H&W 
messages should inform the senders of this unavoidable 
delay and the reasons for it,” he said.

In the Wichita, Kansas, area, ARES District 5 EC Bob 
Harder, WOBH, reports his ARES group was called up 
by the Red Cross shortly after the storm. “ARES mem- 
bers and other area hams worked all night and all next 
day providing communication for the Red Cross head- 
quarters and later between three shelters set up in the south 


With January’s unusual tomadoes still fresh in their 
minds, Amateur Radio operators in Tennessee were 
ready to respond promptly when severe weather hit 
the Volunteer State May 5. At least four people died 
and several dozen were injured as a result of the storms. 
High winds blew down trees and power lines, tore roofs 
from buildings, and left rubble strewn about. Power 
was expected to be restored by May 7. Schools in met- 
ronolitan Nashville were closed May 6 because of the 
power outages. 


A SKYWARN net was activated to provide weather 
information to the National Weather Service office in 
Nashville, Funnel clouds were reported in eight Ten- 
nessce counties as two waves of storm activity tra- 
versed Middle Tennessee. Amateur Radio reports in- 
dicate a tornado may have touched down in Gallatin, 
damaging an apartment complex and an office build- 
ing; another reportedly touched down in Stewart 
County. 


The Nashville International Airport was closed for a 
time as the storms passed through. Some 100 aircraft 


were reported to have been damaged. 


Hams in unaffected counties activated emergency nets 


Just incase. Hams in Montgomery County were asked 


to have mobile units ready to go to specific areas to 
check on flooding. In addition, the Red Cross asked 
hams there to stand by to assist. One operator was de- 
ployed to the local emergency operations center and 
another to the Red Cross. Hank Koebler, N3ORX, in 
Montgomery County reports that 49 hams in all par- 
ticipated in the storm response to assist emergency 
management and the Red Cross. 
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1999 Field Day Brings Rule 
Change, New Pin 
from The ARRL Letter 


Participants in ARRL Field Day---the most popular annual 
operating event in the US and Canada-—will encounter one 
significant change in rules for this year’s event, June 26-27. 
Those using batteries to power their equipment now will be 
able to charge them while in use. The change affects all 
entry classes except Class D (home stations using commer- 
cial power; home stations using emergency power, includ- 
ing rechargeable batteries, should enter in Class £). In the 
past, only Class C (mobile) stations could charge batteries 
while in use. As previously, batteries must be charged from 
a power source independent of the commercial mains. 


For the first time, the ARRL is making available annual 
Field Day pins to show your participation in the 1999 event. 
You don’t have to make a minimum number of contacts or 
achieve a particular score level. You just have to partici- 
pate! 


Pins are $5 each. Field Day groups are advised to collect 
the money for the pins and send a single order stating the 
number of pins needed to ARRL Contest Branch, ATTN: 
Field Day Pins, 225 Main St, Newington, CT 06111. The 
League will ship the pins back to the club for distribution. 


The first “International Field Day” was held June 10-11, 
1933, billed as “just a test of portable equipment” for US 
and Canadian amateurs, according to former ARRL Com- 
munications Manager George Hart, W 1NJM. Hart says then- 
Communications Manager Ed Handy, W1BDI, came up 
with the idea of Field Day, which now is in its 66th year. It 
was not until the second annual Field Day, in 1934, that 


Handy’s Field Day writeup in QST raised the aspect of 


emergency preparedness. 


Entnes for Field Day 1999 must be postmarked by July 27, 
1999. No late entries can be accepted. Participants should 
read the General Rules for ALL ARRL Contests (see http:/ 
/www.arrl.org/contests/announcements/99/rules-all html), 
which include submission guidelines. All Field Day should 
include a Summary Sheet and Dupe Sheet as well as sup- 
porting information for publicity, bonus point, and other 
information the rules require.

Operator Low Power entry category 
for VHF contests, beginning with the 


maximum power limits for the new 
Single Operator Low Power category 
will be: 50 MHz and 144 MHz, 200 
W PEP maximum; 222 MHz and 432 MHz, 100 W PEP 
maximum; 902 MHz and above, 10 W PEP maximum. 
To qualify under the new category, a station must operate 
within the maximum power limitations on each band in 
which they participate. Certificates and awards will be 
developed for the new category according to the current 
awards structure. This rule will not affect the current Single 
Op QRP Portable category. The goal of the new category 
is to encourage greater participation among the large num- 
ber of VHF/UHF contest enthusiasts, many of whom can 
be competitive at lower power levels.

FCC Drops Amateur Enforcement 
Line In Favor Of E-mail, US Mail

The FCC says it now wants Amateur Radio enforce- 
ment complaints via e-mail or US mail and has dis- 
continued its Amateur Enforcement Line (202-418- 
1184). The FCC this week requested that amateur- 
related complaints be sent via e-mail to 
fecham@ifcc.gov or via the US Postal Service to Com- 
pliance & Information Bureau, ATTN Amateur Ra- 
dio Complaints, 1270 Fairfield Rd, Gettysburg. PA 
17325. 


The FCC instituted the telephone service last fall when 
it beefed up amateur enforcement under the direction 
of Riley Hollingsworth, K4ZDH. However, the FCC 
never intended to maintain the telephone service per- 
manently. 


The FCC said this week that complaints already filed 
on the telephone service will be acted upon, and any- 
one who has left a message will receive a return call 
from Commission staff.

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Severe Weather Notes 
by Joel, KB9RH 


The severe weather season is here Gnce again. Please note 
that one element of the reporting cnitcria has been changed. 
The Weather Service now wants-any and all hail reported. 
This is a very recent change and was not in the severe weather 
article that appeared in the March newsletter. 


Saturday April 10 turned out to be the first big severe weather 
event of the scason...even though the temperature was in the 
upper 40’s and dew points in the 30’s. A line of thunder- 
storms which formed just west of Chicago in the late after- 
noon moved rapidly across the state and reached northeast- 
em Indiana in mid-evening. 


Most of the severe weather that night was in the form of 
large hail. Spotter reports indicated some hailstones were as 
large as | 3/4” in diameter, and other reports were of smaller 
size hail completely covering the ground (mainly to the north 
and northeast of the city of Fort Wayne). The hail was the 
result of very cool temperatures and a low freezing level. In 
fact, large hail was reported from eastern Jowa...through 
Iilinois...Indiana...Ohio and as far south as Tennessee and 
Arkansas. 


The only significant damage reports that evening came out 
of southern Noble County. Several buildings near Wolf Lake 
were reported as damaged or destroyed by what was deter- 
mined as straight-line winds. Scattered power outages were 
also reported in Noble and Dekalb counties. 


Thursday April 22 saw the return of severe weather to our 
area, but these storms were a much milder version. Most of 
the reports that evening again centered around hail, but this 
ume it was of the pea-to-dime size varicty. 


Please note that in both cases there was no severe weather 
watch in effect at the time. In fact, on April 10 the mid-day 
convective outlook took us from “slight” risk of severe thun- 
derstorms to no risk at all. Meteorology is not an exact sct- 
ence. 


While on the subject of watches, Mr. Robert Johns of the 
Storm Prediction Center in Norman, Oklahoma was the fea- 
tured speaker at last month’s meeting of the local chapter of 
the American Meteorological Society. He is one of the people 
that issues the Severe Thunderstorm/Tornado Watches, and 
is considered to be one of the leading experts in downbursts. 
As we all know this area has the highest frequency of 
downbursts in the entire country. It tums out that downbursts 
were documented by weather observers as early as the mid- 
1700's, but since the knowledge was not widely available, it 
gradually became lost until downbursts were “rediscovered” 
in the mid-1970’s by the late Dr. Fujita. 


He also spoke of the “watch philosophy” at the Storm Pre- 


diction Center. Whenever the meteorolo- 
gists are considering issuing a Severe 
Thunderstorm or Tornado Watch, they 
look for/expect one or more of the follow- 
ing: organized storms, supercells with 
embedded mesocyclones, bow echoes, 
strong multi-cells, and strong vertical 
shear. 


While at the AMS meeting I spoke with 
weather service people from North 
Webster, and they are pleased with the job 
we are doing so far. Thanks to all for your 
efforts!
